Gregory was found about 12 


miles northwest of Tay Ninh 
City, an area near the Cambo- 
dian border, the command said. 


His condition was listed as 


"good" by Army doctors. He. 
had lost 10 pounds, dropping 
from 165 to 155. while in captiv- 
ity, the announcement said. 


Gregory was spotted on a 


bamboo jungle trail by a U.S. 
1st Air Cavalry Division helicop- 
ter crew, four days after he "es- 
caped from captivity," the an- 
nouncement said. It gave no de- 
tails of his escape, where he had 
been held or his treatment. 


After being picked up by the 


helicopter, Gregory was taken 
to the 24lh Evacuation Hospital 
at Long Binh, where he is un- 
dergoing examinations. 


"When they picked me up, 1 


was actually crying," Gregory

Gregory, who is 23 years old, 


was a squad leader in charge of 
a five-Ion truck that was on a 
rosupply mission to Tay Ninh 
City when the convoy was am- 
bushed.

Each chamber has completed 


its share of preliminary action 
on Gov. William Millikcn's pro- 
posed $1.52 billion budget for the 
fiscal year beginning July 1. 
The work now changes hands. 


Practical and foresighted sen- 


ators got an early start on the 
long weekend by continuing a 
late Wednesday session into the 
early hours of Thursday. 


But the House, larger, less 


disciplined, found itself still un- 
certain at midafternoon Thurs- 
day of adjourning at all. 


Attempts to iron out sharp 


disagreement over principle and 
some $7 million in two appropri- 
ation bills went on amid occa- 
sional outbursts from legislators 
eager to get away.

Saginaw, suggested at one point 
that the House postpone Memor- 
ial Day.

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Pollsters Lose 
A Big One 


The re-election of Samuel W. 


Yorty to an unprecedented third 
term' as mayor of Los Angeles 
raises a legitimate doubt on 
applying statistical analysis un- 
abashedly to a subject as muddy 
as political races. 


The belief was widespread up 


until T u e s d a y ' s election that 
Yorty was finished as a power in 
California politics. 


An April 1st primary pave a 


him a disappointing second place 
standing among a field of five 
candidates. 


Yorty polled 26 per cent of the 


vote. 


His principal opponent, Thom- 


as Bradley, a Negro councilman, 
drew 42 per cent. 


Yorty's administration in the 


City of The Angels had been less 
than brilliant. 


Los Angeles has most of the 


troubles b e s e t t i n g the large 
cities, plus a few homegrown 
ones. 


Three of Yorty's assistants 


had quit under fire for filling 
their pockets at the public's 
expense. 


The mayor had been embroiled 


with his own Democratic party • 
on the state level for a good 
many years. 


He endorsed Barry 'Goldwater 


in the 1964 campaign and worked 
diligently for Nixon last year. 


Nixon carried his home state 


by 
a 
close 
margin 
and 
the 


Monday 
morning 
quarterbacks 


agree unanimously that Yorty's 
labors on the former's behalf 
contributed substantially to the 
result. 


Additionally, Yorty had chal- 


lenged publicly, though unsuc- 
cessfully, the Democratic leader- 
ship of" Jesse (Big Daddy) Un- 
ruh, the Democratic whip in the 
state legislature and the ac- 
knowledged 
chieftain 
in h i s 


party's state structure. 


With 17 per cent of the Los 


Angeles population being black 
and another bloc almost as large 
being Mexican Americans, the 
odds against Yorty appeared to 
be insurmountable. 


Every voter sampling by local 


or national pollsters, indicated 
Yorty's retirement by a substan- 
tial majority. 


It took a while to count all the 


ballots, almost as long as in the 
Humphrey-Nixon bout, but when 
the some 850,000 votes were 
sorted out, Yorty came up with 
better than 53 per cent of them 
and Bradley pulled a shade under 
47 per cent. 


The pollsters' post mortem is 


yet to be reported, but apparent- 
ly their sampling skidded past an 
undercurrent of iceberg propor- 
tions. 


Yorty unashamedly pitched a 


rascist campaign which said, in 
effect, if Bradley won, Los An- 
geles would go through a blood- 
bath that would make the 1965 
Watts uprising look like a Ladies 
Aid Society meeting. 


This appeal reached into three 


segments which escaped every- 
one's attention except that of the 
mayor. 


The Los Angeles pohee depart- 


ment and sheriff's people worked 
silently on the law and order 
theme. 


The Mexican-American c <j rr, - 


munity did not respond as Brad- 
ley hoped it would. 


'Bradley gained most of ihe 


Me.xicano support, but could not 
capitalize fully in those districts 
where feeling runs high that talk 
of m i n o r i t y assistance really 
means for blacks only. 


Finally. Yorty made a jsveat 


display of passing up tllp inte|- 
lecttials in favor of the white 
middle class enclaves of which 
Los Angeles has a great number. 
The city is really an agglomera- 
tion of "home towns." Communi- 
cation in L.A. is a neighborhood 
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thing more pronounced than in 
other large cities. 


This was the largest factor in 


Yorty's favor. 


Evidently 
t h e pollsters re- 


ceived evasive replies from this 
group or could not reach it in 
sufficient depth from which to 
draw an accurate conclusion. 


* * * 
The reason for the extensive 


sampling was the national impli- 
cation attached to the election. 


The voters in Gary and Cleve- 


land a year ago turned to able 
Negroes for their mayors as 
against hacks put up by local 
political 
machines which were 


creaking badly. This came about 
because the white residents for 
the most part felt disenchanted 
with the white candidates. 


Yorty already in same disfavor 


and Bradley, an ex-policeman 
conceded to be a good man in his 
own right seemed to present a re- 
run of the Gary and Cleveland 
experience. 


Further attention from 
afar 


centered on Los Angeles because 
of the upcoming mayoralty race 
in Detroit whose heavy Negro 
population is trying to concen- 
trate on a black candidate who 
can cut across the color line to 
get at a man whose political clout 
has lost some punch recently. 


The surface difference between 


the Detroit and Los Angeles city 
hall 
situations is the 
Negro 


percentage in the two popula- 
tions. 


The contrast in the L.A. polls 


is in stark outline to the Humph- 
rey-Nixon samplings. 


The '68 Presidential polls were 


in a hair breadth's agreement all 
through the campaign, starting 
before the two major parties had 
assembled for their national con- 
ventions. 


Presumably it should be easier 


to sample a small area than a 
continental o n e . trans-oceanic 
really if one considers Alaska 
and Hawaii. 


The Detroit News has (tone 


this local and statewide polling 
for several years with great ac- 
curacy. 


Why Yorty should have con- 


founded the statisticians so com- 
pletely may be a peculiarity in 
local conditions 
which the ex- 


perts failed to weigh properly. 


Opinion sampling is a tricky 


business. 


The old time politicians were 


its first employers. They gum- 
shoed around and through per- 
sonal 
contact, usually by 
the 


simple question, "how's politics 
these days?" hit most of the 
time with a close answer. 


Interestingly enough, 
it was 


the bosses and hangers on who 
guessed the closest. 


The candidates came off a poor 


second in that regard. 


The reason is simple enough. 


Most people would rather ful. off 
a candidate than tell him to his 
face that he stinks. 


Today's polling is much more 


precise'than the old standby and 
generally more reliable. 


At least this holds true for 


marketing research. For exam- 
pic, what soap do you like, what 
breakfast t a s t e s best, which 
automobile appeals most, and so 
on. 


Following the disastrous exper- 


ience of the now defunct Liter- 
ary Digest in 19.S6 which had 
A If Landon shifting FDR out of 
the White House, the pollsters 
have learned the necessity 
for 


reaching out in all directions. 


The Digest relied on telephone 


inquiries and in those depressed 
years a lot of people had cancel- 
led the home phone. In effect the 
Di.test overlooked the less afflu- 
ent person who regarded Roose- 
velt as his only salvation. 


We can only guess at \vhat 


went wrong in L.A., but suspect. 
the pollsters may have employed 
people for the leg work 
who 


either lacked experience or who 
unconsciously suggested to their 
interviewees what to reply. 


This 
latter 
difficulty 
is 
a 


human frailty which statisticians 
recognize and thus far have nol 
overcome. 


Yorty almost intuitively seem- 


ed tn sense something of that 
element in the poll taking. 


In any event he showed polit- 


ical acumen in plowing fields that 
ap]»'»rc(! receptive ami left 
his 


opponent's support areas alone.
